Located on St Martin's Down, 1 mile out of 
Shanklin, 3 miles from Ventnor in the south 
of the Isle of Wight, with views rivalling the 
1970 IW Festival on Afton Down, the 
WOWFest site has 200 acres of farmland 
either side of the A3020 and can be reached 
directly by cycle on the Sunshine Trail cycle 
track from the ferry ports or Shanklin station.
